PLYMOUTH. Oct. 2S—The closing ar- 


gument in behalf of Mrs. Jennie May 
Eaton, charged with tho murder of 
her husband. Rear Admiral Joseph G. 
Eaton, was mado today by William A. 
Morse. 
He had announced that 
he 


would occupy two hours in his ef- 
forts to convince the jury that the 
evidence 'had shown that Rear Ad- 
miral Eaton had himself administered 
the poison which caused his death. 


In opening. Attorney Morse dwelt 


upon tho tender moaning of the words 
"Going home," and added: 
"I hope 


this brave and'patient woman Is going 
home 'with us." 


He told the Jurors that even though 


they believed a defendant guilty in 
their own hearts they had no right 
to return a . verdict .nt guilty unless 
the evidence has so proved. 


-It is a fact," he sairt. '"there is 


no evidence upon which you can find 
that this woman committed the act 
' charged: that this worn.™ Is so 
sane that she could- commit crime and 
not be responsible for It.' 


Mr. Morse laid', much stress on the 


fact that the defendipt hart chose 
to appear on the stami.

woman who has loved too much, hut 
of a self-sacrificing woman who has 
fought on until she could do no more.;'

This 
would bar from interstate commerce 
all products of mills, 
tactories 
and 


other manufacturing establishments 
in vrhich employes are permitted to 
work more than eight hours a day or 
4S hours a week. It involves all man- 
ufacturers and all common carriers in 
a mutual responsibility of a very far- 
reaching character-

Gardner and those behind him are 
going to be wofully disappointed, for 
at this stage in the campaign he ap- 
pears to have tost prestige instead of 
roiling up a popularity that would giva 
him a chance of election.' -At the'rally 
here he aroused no enthusiasm what- 
ever, and if it bad not. been for Con- 
gressman 
Rogers' 
efforts,. the hall 


would have been

candidate arrived at 0.30. It was not 
nearly so^vell attended or so enthusi- 
astic as the progressive rally and Mr. 
Gardner's efforts "to wake 'em Tip" 
were, wholly fruitless-

If 
it ever comes to tills, every branch of 
the United Irish league here would be 
a source of revenue for an Irish ma- 
jority which would arm witti real guns 
and demonstrate that a bigoted and 
unpatriotic minority could not., as. It 
'should not,- be allowed to stoft the on 
ward march of a nation.
